Inrgoly in  excoms of 500,000,000
bushels is an sscertained fact, Many
insist that it will reach the extraor-
dinnry quantity of 600,000,000, Es-
timatea based on our home consumption
in part years place that consumption
luring the coming year us at lonst
300,000,000 bushels, which will leave
us a surplus for export of from 200,-
000,000 to 300,000,000 buahels,

What to do with our large surplus
is now beginning to agitate eastern
spoculators, and as the faeility with
which it can be disposed of is cortamn
to greatly influence the price of grain
at home, the question in ulso of more
than paneaing ioterest (o our farmers,
How will the foreign demand com-
pare with last year when 130,660,300
bunhela erorsed the water for Eifglish
and continental consumption? Great
Britain will require 106,000,000 bu-
shels to make up the deficit in her
own harvest and France will only
fall short 4,000,000 bushels in her
lveal supply.  Spain is likely to noed
21,000,000 Hushels or over and Bwitz-
arland 10,000,000, Germany has an
average crop, the yield in Auatria and
Northern Rusain in good, while Swe-
den, Norway and Holland report
fairly average crops. Judging from
the best advices the Earopean deficit
will not exceed that of last year, which
we may call in round numbers
one hundred and forty millions of
bushels. The fact must be faced that
we must store or otherwise dispose of
a surplus of from 60,000,000 to 160,
000,000 bushels of grain if the esti:
mates of home consumption are to be
taken as correct,

There is, however, good reason to
believe that this is not the case, Our
short crop of laat year was thoroughly
exhausted, and millers are even now
drawing upon the new harvest. The
fact that no surplua of old wheat has
been carried over to this year has not
been aufliciently tuken into account in
oatimating the probable demand for
home consumption, and those who
are prodicting unusually low prices
for our present crop may find their
tigurcs weriously demoralized before
winter opens up sharply.

The Buriness Outlook,
Bt. Louls Post-Ispatch,

With sounaunt crops and great ao-
tivity in trage, thereis still an ocoa-
sional ory of “*Danger ahead,"” as there
always is, Reporta that good cropa
are genernl in Kurops have somewhat
reduced the expectations in regard to
our export of food products, and been
followed by & downward tendency in
our produce markets. As the far-
mers are botter off just now and
under less compulsion to sell than for
some years paat. and as the high prioces

they  have been accustomed
to get rather indisposes
them to  wmake their grain

at the reduced prices, it is fearod that
a tardy movement of the crops will
groatly check trude, Then the mer-
chants generally have lnid in heavy
stocks, and iv is feared there will be
a tendency to force sales and to sell
on eredit, thus producing a situation
which, in vonnection with diminished
oxports and the consequently large
balance of trade against us, may pro-
duce serious embarrassment and dis-
astor, unless buainess begina to eail
under more close-reefed and conserva.
tive privciples,

Cuoreals, however, constitute leas
than a fourth of our total exportas, and
# fair demand for them from Europe
is to be expocted at some time during
the year, in spite of the good crops
over there; for a good yield on that
side of the water still loaves a h:ﬁe
deficit to be supplied from abroad,
and at the same time increases tho
ability to purchase it, Even a oon-
siderable falling off in our cereal ex-
port, therefore, is likely to be com-
pensated for by more I{beul salpa of
our other produocts for Earo

consumption, There is nothing
at sll alarming in the foot.
ings of our foreign trade for
the

fanr ending June 30, 1882; cor.
tainly nuothing to indicate thut we
shall not do bettor this year, Tiue,
wo purchased more freoly abroad than
wo ovir did before, and a good deal of
the ineronse was in the form of luxu.
riew, whilo short cropa and the high
prices at homo reduced our food ox-
wits  immensely,  Sull, though we
tmported §93,000,000 worth of sugar
aud molusses, and nearly §5 000,000
worth of  potsloes, our wmerchan-
dise exports exeecdod our merchau-
diso imports, and mush of the latter
wias in the form of productive
plant sud raw material entering into
manufactured articles, in the exporta-
tion of which there was o large in-
orewse over the precading year, On
the whole, we begin this year with a
better foreign trade basis than that on
which we began lsst year, and with
abundant erops insuring cheaper food
and cheaper production st home, the
outlook for au active and pros us
yoar is not at all impaired by the sim-
plo fact that we imported more and
exporied less last year than the year
before,

This worning's telegrams from all
the principal trade centers, aud the
clearivgs for the week, show a hoalthy
sotivity in which the only drawback
in the manifest disposition of the far
mors to withhold their wheat from
warket at present prices. As the ex-
port demsand continues steady and
shows the ability of Earops to absorb
frevly of our surplus, while holders
are not at all inclined to glut the mar-
kat, the situstion secima 10 favor
a steady wmwovement during the
full  and  winter  withousr  sharp
changes in  prices.
